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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is responsive to communications filed on August 1, 2001. 
Claims 1-58 have been deleted by pre-amendment. Claims 59-85 are pending in the case. 

Drawings 

2. Figures 1-3 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign mentioned in the description: Ref. 2a, page 4: line 5. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The pre-amendment dated January 01, 2002, requests insertions referring to claims 1 and 
23; however, as claims 1 and 23 are currently being deleted, the disclosure needs to be updated 
to reflect the changes. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 59-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 59 and 80 recites "control signal (CS) represents a tone signal (page 3: line 7). 
Thus the later disclosed limitation (page 3: lines 13-15) can be read as "a tone generation means 
(50c; 61a, 72a) is provided on the far-end side of the network for receiving said tone signal after 
transmission through said transmission network (4) and for generating said tone signal in 
response to said tone signal (CS)." 

It is not clear, based on what is disclosed, how a tone generation means receives a tone 
signal, then generates the same tone signal in response to the same tone signal. 

Claims 60-70 and 81-85 are dependent claims of claims 59 and 80, respectively, and 
therefore, rejected under the same rationale.
